Regarding the argument to claim 17, the applicant argues that the reference, Abramson, does not disclose polling session objects 
stored in memory local to the JVMs to determine if they have been updated since the last time step (2) was performed. The applicant also 
argues that the examiner improperly relied on inherence for session data to be included in the polling in Abramson. The examiner 
disagrees, as seen in, column 3, lines 24-30; when it is polling the status it is inherent that session objects would be polled as well, being 
that they are part of the status, which would also provide information regarding an update to the session objects. The examiner would 
also like to point out that even though the session objects are not present in figure 2, it does not prove that the Office's assertion is not 
true. 

Regarding the argument to claim 1, the applicant argues that the reference, Feit, is not analogous art to Abramson and that it does not 
disclose writing to a database at a predetermined time. The examiner disagrees, as seen on column 3, line 64 - column 4, line 27, there it 
is shown in the disclosure that the invention deals with session controlling on the Internet just as Abramson does; and on column 5, line 
52 - column 6, lines 23, it is shown that Feit discloses writing session data into a database (logging a beat) in response to a heart beat 
which is at a predetermined interval. In addition, column 1, lines 54-64 and column 3, lines 20-31 of Feit more clearly show why the 
motivation is proper for the combination of Feit and Abramson in that the statistical analysis is obtained in active log intervals but not at a 
rate that would abuse resources. 
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
